Coshocton in spite of its shaded 


avenues and numberless spots where 
Old Sol, with all bis vindictive pertin- 
acity, cannot reach is sweltering in 
the sizzling beat of oee of the most 
distressing waves of warmth that has 
swept the county in recent vears. 


When the great round ball of fire 


came up over the hill Sunday morn- 
ing the firmament took on a steely 
hue, and throughout the day there 
was not the semblance of a cloud. So 
far as relief from that quarter was 
concerned Coshocton might have been 
in the midst of the Sahara or ap- 
pear 
as 
an 
enterprising 
citv 
suddenly transplanted to the heat 
of an 
Arizona waste, and 
the 


mercury was not much hotter. 
Starting with a temperature of 73 
degrees early in the morning the mer- 
cury steadily rose until life, even in 
Coshocton. was a burden. 
Atone 
place, under a tree where the sun had 
not shown for hours, a thermometer 
showed 94 degrees, while a tested 
thermometer placed within 50 feet of 
this spot in the sun, marked 112 de- 
grees. At other points in the city 
thermometers 
showed 
higher or 
lower 
marks but 
inciuiry 
at 
a 


uumber of places shows the average to 
have been about 94 at 4 o'clock in the 
afternoon. 


The earth did not cool with any de- 
gree of satisfaction after the sun 
went down. In spite of green, shaded 
lawns and the pleasantsur'oundingsof 
the greater number of- Coshocton 
homes it was very hot. 
Churches 


were by no means tilled, and until a 
late hour people wandered about the 
streets in search of cooler spots or lay 
on the verandas 
of 
their houses 
wondering if it would ever be cool 
enough to go to bed. Some of them 
thought the cooling time would never 
come, and covered with nothing more 
than light comforters passed the 
night in the open air. These veran- 
das with which so many Coshocton 
houses are provided proved a boon to 
those who dared to sleep beyond the 
confines of their own rooms. Stories 
are a!so related of where younger 
members of more than one family 
spent the • night on the lawn. It 
was the hottest night Coshocton 
has experienced in many years. 
A 


breeze came out of the west in the 
afternoon and was appreciated beyond 
measure- The bubbling spring in a 
waste of sand was never more wel- 
come than was that stirring of the blis- 
tering atmosphere. 


Scores of people left the city early 


in the morning. They went in all 
.sorts of conveyances. 
In fact any- 
thing that could be drawn by horses 
and was mounted an wheels was in 
demand. The people went to the many 
cool spots along the rivers and spent 
the day as pleasantly as possible. 


Monday began much after the same 


fashion as Sunday with the possible 
exception that the heat was more in- 
tense. At 9:30 o'clock it was SS de- 
grees in the shade with the mercury 
climbing steadily toward the top of 
the tbermomteer. 


A 
tested 
thermometer 
hung 
throughout today from a window in 
THE AGE office that is not reached by 
the sun and the effect on the mercury 
was astonishing. At 10:3o o'clock it 
registered 95, an hour later 93 and at 
1:30 it was 99. 


So far as can be learned there have 
been no fatalities in Coshocton, but 
discomfort and suffering are reported 
on every hand.

AN OLD MAP. 


It Shows Part of Ohio When an India0 


Boundary Was Necessary. 


There is on exhibition in a show 


window at C. G. Hay's jewely store 
what is probably one of the oldest 
maps of Ohio in existence. It bears 
date of 1785. 


The map is of the territory north- 
west of the Ohio appropriated for 
military services and for the society 
of United Brethren for the purpose of 
propagating the gospel among the 
savages- The Indian town of Schoen- 
brun, Gnadenbutten and Salem are 
designated. 


The land now occupied by Coshoc- 
ton was allotted by Morgan A. Price 
and that adjoining it on the east of 
the Muskingum was given to Mathias 
Denman. E. Gacus ownjd the ground 
where Koscoe now stands, and the 
great level stretch beyond the Tus- 
carawas belonged to Joseph Hielv. 
Robert Underwood 
and 
William 
Steel had land along the Walhonding 
and at the mouth of Kiilbuck George 
Skinner was the proprietor. The map 
extends west to the Scioto and north 
to a line marked "Indian boundary." 


Mr. Hay secured the map from 


Warner Giffin, a well-known resident 
of the New Castle neighborhood. It 
was given him by his father who 
owned and operated a mill at Mill- 
wood In the early days. He values -it 
highly, believing it to be oae of the 
very few early maps of Ohio in ex- 
istence.

Hedge to take Bill DeOoursey to the 
penitentiary at noon where be is to 
serve 13 years for the murder of John 
Miner, but the sheriff and his prison- 
er missed the train by a very narrow 
margin. He will be taken to 'Jolutu- 
bus Tuesday morning. 


DeCoursey was crushed 
bv the 


weight of the sentence, and cried like 
a child Friday morning after he was 
Lak-*n to the county jail. His recup- 
erative powers, however, are great 
and he soon began to view the matter 
in the light of his own homely but 
sensible philosophy. He decided there 
was no help for it now. and settled 
down to await the time when he could 
begin working out the debt he owed 
to the state. Be became more cheer- 
ful, and greeted Sheriff Hedge pleas- 
antly. 


A surprise came to him Sundav 


when the big doors were opened and 
Mrs DeCoursey walked into the jail. 
She remained with him the greater 
part of the day. and DeCoursey was 
pleased beyond measure.

seen her since Tuesday evening when 
she went horr-e.

during the day was evident! v on their 
future and DeCoursey did not break 
down. In spite of the heat he was in 
good spirits 
this 
morning and 


deliberately 
made 
preparation 
for his departure. 


Sheriff Hedge took DeCoursey to the 
station. He was at tired in the cloth- 
ing he wore during the trial, and 
cheerfully greeted all who spoke to 
him. 
He says he will save every day 
possible by good conduct, and hopes 
to be released long before the 13 
years given him by Judge Eason have 
expired.

Eqnipo^e of temper, kindness, patience, 


forbearance, are extolled by most of the 
radiant pens of inspiration, but my text 
contains that which at first sight is 
startling. A certain kind of anger is ap- 
proved—aye. we are commanded to In- 
dulge hi it. The most of us hare no need 
to cultivate high temper, and how often 
we say things and do things under af- 
fronted impulse which we are sorry for 
when perhaps it is too late to make ef- 
fective apology! Why, then, should the 
apostle Ftiul dip his pen in the ink horn 
aud trace up..n parchment, afterward to 
be printed upon paper for all ages, the in- 
junction. "Be ye an^ry aad sin not?" 


My test commends a wholesome indig- 


nation. It iiifiL-rimiisntes between the of- 
fense and the offender, die sin and the 
sinner, the crime acd the criminal. 


To illustrate: Alcoholism has mined 


more fortunes, blasted more homes, de- 
stroyed mere souls, than any evil that I 
think of. It pours a river of poison and 
fire (trough the nations.

Hugh Miller, first stone- 


mason and afterward a world renowned 
geologist, vrritea of the drinking habits of 
his day. saying: "When the foundation 
was laid, they drank. 
When the walls 


were leveled for laying the joists, they 
draak. When the building was finished, 
they draak. When an apprentice joined, 
they drank." In the eighteenth century 
the giver of an entertainment boasted 
that none of the guests went away sober. 
Noah, the first ship captain, was wreck- 
ed—not in the ark, for that was safely 
landed—but he was wrecked with strong 
drink. Every man or woman riphtly con- 
structed -will blush with indignation at 
the national and international and hemi- 
spheric and planetary curse. 
It is good 


to be aronst-d against it. Yon come out 
of that condition a better man or a better 
woman. 
Be ye angry at that abomina- 


tion, and the more anger the more ex- 
altation to character. But that aroused 
feeling becomes sinful when it extends to 
the victim of this great evil- Drunken- 
ness you are to hate with a vivid hatred; 
but the drunkard yon are to pity, to help 
to estricate. 


Prontrntcd by Alcoholism. 


Jest take into consideration that there 


are men and women who once were as 
upright as yourself who have been pros- 
trated by alcoholism. Perhaps it came of 
a physician's prescription for the relief of 
pain, a recurrence of the pain calling for 
a continuance of the ren.«nly: perhaps the 
grandfather was an intbriaie and the 
temptation to inebriety, leaning over a 
generation, has swooped on ibis unfortu- 
nate; perhaps it was under an attempt to 
drown trouble that the benumbing and 
narcotic liquid was s-'-u^bt after; perhaps 
it was a very gradual chaining of the 
man with the beverage which was 
thought to be a servant, when one day it 
announced itself master. Be bumble now. 
and admit that there is a strong probabil- 
ity that under the same circumstances 
you yourself might hr.ve been captured. 
The ttvo appropriate emotions for you to 
allow are indignation st the intoxicant 
whiob enthralled nnd -sympathy for the 
victim. Try to gpt the sufferer nnt of his 
present environment: recommend any 
hygienic relief that you know of and. 
above all. implore the divine rescue for 
the strnjrgie in which so many of the no- 
blest and frundpst have been worsted. 
Do not give yourself up to too many 
philippics about what the man ought to 
have been and ought to have done. While 
your cheek flushes with wrath at the foe 
that has brought the ruin, let your eye be 
moistened with tears of pity for the suf- 
ferer, la that way you will have ful- 
filled the injunction of the text. "Be ye 
ancry and sin not." 


There is another evil the abhorrence 


of which yon nre all «*nl!ed to. and it is 
on the increase—the eambling practice- 
Recent developments show that much of 
this devastation is being wrought in la- 
dies' parlors. It fs aa pvil which some- 
times is as polite and gracious as it is 
harmful. 
Indeed, there never were so 


many people tryicg to get money without 
earning it. 
But it ia a haggard trans- 


gression that comes down to u* from the 
past, blighting ai! its way. 


I have seen in the archives of the na- 


tion in this national capital a large book 
in which one of the early presidents of 
the United States kept an account in his 
own handwriting of gains and losses at 
playing cards—on one page the gains and 
on the other the looses, and there are 
many pages. In other days many of na- 
tional reputation went from the halls of 
congress and the senate chamber to spend 
the night in notorious gambling saloons. 
One of the ablest men of the centuries. 
Charles Fox. got ready for his speech 
•gainst "The Petition of the Clergy" by 
spending 22 honrs at the gaming table. 
Irving'a life of Oliver Goldsmith says that 
th* great poet lost £30. all his earnings, 
in a short tour to see the world. Gibbon, 
the author of "The Decline and Fall of 
the Roman Empire." came to his own 
decline and fali through gaming practices 
aad in a letter in 1776 said: "I have un- 
done roysslf, and it is to no purpose to 
conceal from you ray abominable madness 
and folly. I have never lost so much in 
five days as I have tonight, and I am in 
debt to the bouse for the whole." 


The Spirit of GaiBfcllB*.

Martial Law In Panama. 


Kingston. Jamaica, July 1.—The 


steamer Orinoco arrived here from 
Colon and reports that martial ".aw 
has been proclaimed in Panama owing 
to a report that the rebel forces are 
being reorganized. It also appears 
that considerable fighting is in prog- 
ress in the interior and that the gov- 
ernment is dispatching 
reinforce- 


ments, arms and ammunition to the 
garrisons in the interior and also to 
certain coast towns. It is further re- 
ported that stringent precautions are 
taken in Panama in consequence of 
the fear that the rebels will attack 
the city. Similar conditions obtainf-d 
at Colon when the Orinoco left. Tne 
government's alleged cruelty to polit- 
ical prisoners is said to be the cause 
of the refusal of the liberals to accept 
the peace terms.

cuss the electoral law. The project 
submitted by the commission provides 
only for the election of congressmen, 
governors, state representatives, may- 
ors and councilman. Xo agreement 
has been reached as to whether or not 
to elect the president aad senators by 
popular vote.
